Ward said he believed home 
occupations is a part of American- 
ism, that it's hard enough to get a 
start in business without govern- 
ment interfering with a person's 
beginning a small business in: his 
home and that he has never been 
bothered by persons practicing an 
„occupation in their home: 

Ward was supported by а 
number of others in the audience of 
about 30 personis. Comments were 


mado that under the consideration _ 


being given, a landlord would. no 
longer be able to accept, rental 
payments at his home and that the 
city has been living with home 
occuaptions with no problems so

Gubisch said it was this type of 
comment he was looking for and 
entered it on a list being compiled. 

Two other comments were en- 
tered when Billy Schoenfeld ob- 
jected to the idea of-a fee being 
charged persons going before the 
Planning and Zoning

to absorb the costs. 

William Acree said he felt a 

special zoning classification should 
ters set aside for certain business 
such as mortuaries and veterinar- 
ian hospitals.

So, in Ephesians, chapter one, 
we have the blessings of Christ's 
incoming, In chapter two we have 
the blessings of his indwelling. In 
chapter, three we-have the bless- 
ings of his enabling. In chapter 
four we have the blessings of his 
uniting. In chapter five we have 
-the blessings of his infilling. 

I-want to look first at the truth 
of the spirit-filled life; second, the 
terms of the Spirit-filled life; and 
third, the test of the Spirit-filled 
life.

Dr. Handley Moule translates 
Ephesians 5:18 as follows: "Let 
your habitual normal life be that of 
being a constant fullness in the 
Holy Ghost." It's not the presence 
of the Holy Spirit so much as his 
plenitude and power. There is 
constant fullness. As the Word of 
God deepens my life, the Spirit of 
God fills my life, so that my 
capacity for the Holy Spirit’s 
fullness tomorrow will be infinitely 
greater than it was yesterday; my 
capacity for the Holy Spirit’s 
fullness tomorrow will be infinitely 
greater than for today, and life 
goes on in a wonderful progression 
of sanctification and blessings in 
the Holy Spirit — а truth of the 
Spirit-filled life.
